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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the foUowing inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCX Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-21, 42-43, drawn to a protein sensing molecule and sensor 
comprising the molecule. 

Group II, claim(s) 22-41, drawn to a method for characterizing the sample. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT" Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: 

Unity of invention exists only when there is a technical relationship among the claimed 
inventions involving one or more special technical features. The term "special technical features* 
is defined as meaning those technical features that define a contribution which each of the 
inventions considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. The determination is made based on 
the contents of the claims as interpreted in light of the description and drawings. 

In the instant application, the inventions of groups I and II do not share a common special 
technical feature that is a contribution over the art, as the molecule of group I has been taught by 
Lakowicz et al [US 6,197,534 Bl], who teaches glucose/galactose binding proteins (GGBP) 
which are labeled with fluorescent probes where glucose binding would produce spectral 
changes or changes in energy transfer, as well as fluorophores with widely spaced Ufetimes, 
permitting modulation-based glucose sensing (column 5, lines 46-63). Therefore, the protein 
sensing molecule and method do not form a single general inventive concept. 
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Election of Species 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

A. The type of sugar from among those instantly claimed-i.e., naturally occurring 
sugar, sugar derivative, or sugar analog-see, e.g., claims 14, 33. 

B. The type of analyte from among those instantly claimed-i.e., glucose, lactose, 
galactose, etc.,-see, e.g., claims 15, 34. 

C. The type of protein from among those instantly claimed-i.e., modified glutamine- 
binding protein, modified glucose-binding protein, etc., -see, e.g., claims 19, 36. 
Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species (i.e., for Group A- 

elect a naturally occurring sugar, from among those instantly claimed such as recited in claims 
14, 33; for Group B-elect a glucose, from among those instantly claimed such as recited in 
claims 15, 34) to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any 
claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP

technical features for the following reasons: the inventions of groups I and II do not share a 
common special technical feature, as the molecule of group I has been taught by Lakowicz et al 
[US 6,197,534 Bl], who teaches glucose/galactose binding proteins (GGBP) which are labeled 
with fluorescent probes where glucose binding would produce spectral changes or changes in 
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energy transfer, as well as fluorophores with widely spaced lifetimes, permitting modulation- 
based glucose sensing (column 5, lines 46-63), thus, the species listed above do not relate to a 
single general inventive concept under PCX Rule 13.1.
